A CHINESE HOSPITAL. 


How Medical Science Is Practiced in the | 


Flowery Kingdem. * 
l recently visited the Tung Wa Hospital 
at Hong Kong, and saw there many things 


of interest, the routine in a Chinese hospit- ; 


al being very different from that of a 
European one, says a writer in the St 
James’ Gazette. In the early days of the 
colony the Chinese inhabitants used com- 
monly to thrust out their sick and dying 
into the street, there to perish. To remedy

so scandalous a state of things the Govern- | 


. ment offered to provide a hospital for the 


exclusive use of the Chinese community, | 


and this offer they accepted, with the 
provise that it should be under their own 

mana#ement. A suitable building was ac- 
cordingly erected and handed over to a 
The medical 
staff are all Chinese, and their practice, I 
was informed, is quite uninfiluenced by 
European science. 

As our chair coolies deposited us at the 
entrance to the hospital, a fine stone build- 
ing situated in the center of the Chinese 
quarter, we observed a crowd of people in 
front of a series of large frames suspended 
against the wall and containing some hun- 
dreds of photographs. The stolid demeanor 
of the crowd .gave us no hint as tothe 
tragic nature of the exhibition; and it 
was only onour way out that a casual 


_ glance’at the photographs revealed to us 
‘ the ghastly truth. A few days previously 


one of the passenger steamboats which ply 
between Hong Kong and Canton took fire 
while she had on board over three hundred 
Chinese, who had gone to the jubilee cele- 
bration. Nearly ail these poor people were 
lost, thoug the steamboat was run ashore 
and there were plenty of native boats about. 
The few who were saved owed their lives to 
a passing European vessel. The committee 
of the Tung Wa Hospital had had the 
bodies photographed, and the gruesome 
picture was shown in public for purposes of 
identification. A less careless glance now 
‘shows us some pathetic groups—wives, 
husbands, parents, children, searching for 
what might turn a terrible fear into ano 
less terrible certainty; but the indifference 
and stolidity of the Chinese character were 
still very apparent in the crowd. 

The hospital itself is a large two-story 
building with verandas, and it contains 


large, airy wards of the usual character. . 


Each ward, however, is divided by incom- 
plete wooden partitions into eight cells, in 
each of which is accommodation for two pa- 
tients, who thus enjoy a certain degree of 
privacy. These Chinese have yet to learn 
the paramount importance in a hospital of 
cleanliness and good ventilation. The beds 
consisted of boards resting on trestles, and 
covered by a grass mat, with a bamboo pil- 
low, and by each was an earthen pipkin con- 
taining medicine. Many of the sick were 
smoking—some tobacco, more of them 
opium. We heard that in cases which were 
considered hopeless patients were allowed 
to smoke opium ad lib.; if so, the percent- 
age of hopeless cases must have been high, 
judging from the number of patients who 
gazed at us with lack-luster eyes and list- 
less expression. The other patients nodded 
pleasantly to us, and the present of a cigar 
or cigarette .evoked numberiess ‘ Chin- 
chins.’ The wards themseives were fairly 
clean, but the patients as a rule were dirty, 
and among thé surgical cases we observed 
many with undressed, unwashed ‘wounds, 
and other evidences of: neglect. In the 
women’s quarters we came upon a group of 
some thirty or forty young girls, many of 
them really pretty, whose merry laughter 
and the vigor with which they plied their 
chop-sticks, emptying bowls of rice, fish, 
etc., suggested that they could not be pa- 
tients. We learned that they were kid- 
naped girls, mostly from the mamland, who 
had been rescued bythe police and were 
lodged at the hospital until claimed by their 
friends. 

The dispensary was the place of greatest 
interest, perhaps. It was most neatly and 
methodically arranged, and the staff were 
hard -at work making up prescriptions. 
Round the walls were numberless drawers, 
mostly containing dried plants, shedded 
roots, minerals, etc.; also, vessels filled 
with bones, huge nauceous-looking boluses, 
as big as r’»mbs, etc. Among the bones 
some fragmeats of a tiger’s frame were 
shown us as a great treasure, their use be- 
ing to “‘makee trong,’’ as the dispenser ex- 
plained. “As each prescription was read 
portions of various roots, leaves, etc., were 
weighed out, wrapped up in brown paper, 
and marked with a brush. In an adjoining 
room we saw the rest of the process. 
Each packet of drugs was placed in an 
earthen pipkin, with water, and set to sim- 
meron a charcoal fire, and the resulting 
decoction was sent to the patient in the pip- 
kin in which it had been made. We then 
glanced at the small-pox patients, each of 
whom was isolated in a large, dark, stone 
cell Vaccinnation is little practiced by the 
Chinese, and consequently small-pox is very 
prevalent. But the committee of the hos- 
pital have organized a staff of vaccinators, 
who are doing good work. 

We found a few lunatics confined in 
stronly-barred, padded cells, clean but dark; 
a few of the patients had chains on, but the 
majority were free. Our final visit was to 
the out-patient department, where we found 
@ very portly and cheery native physician, 
who greeted us courteously and showed us 
his implements, etc., consisting of pitch- 
plasters. His last patient, a wizen-faced, 
voluble old woman, was just going away, 
but she turned back and showed us a sore 
leg, with a plaster on it. Evidently she was 


improving, for, pointing to her doctor, she. 


exclaimed; “He number one pieceée,’”’ and 
then, her English being too scants to give 
expression to her gratitude, she proceeded 
to sound his praises in her own language, 
somewhat to the old gentleman’s embar- 
rassment, though he smiled and nodded 
pleasantly at her. After giancing in at a 
somewhat tawdry joss house we departed. 
On our way back we visited the Alice Me- 
morial pital, a new institution with a 
European medical staff. We were told that 
it was founded by a Chinese gentleman who 


‘had studied medicine in Engiand, and found 


on his return that his countrymen were too 
prejudiced to afford him any scope for his 
western science. The wards were clean 
-ando well ordered and full of patients.

Secretary Tracy has 
fortunately ordered that‘ the battery 
intended for the Yorktown be shipped 
to San Francisco and placed on board 
the Charleston. The order was issued 
March 20th, and the guns will soon 
be on the way. 

Wasnineton, April 1.—The Navy 
Department is making every effort to 
secure an adequate representative at 
Samoa. Orders were sent to-day to 
have the Richmond, Alert and Adams 
sent to Apia at the earliest practicable 
moment. 

The Alert is at Honolulu, and can 
reach Samoa in a month or forty days.

Three Welis Expected te Supply 
the City of Charieston. 

In tne artesian.well at Charleston, 
8. C*, the property of the Carolina 
Construction Company, boring in 
which has been in progress for several 
years, water was struck Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 5th, at a depth of 1,835 feet,.and 
water is now flowing from it at the 


rate of 300 gallons per minute. The 
contract, however, calls for a depth of 
2,000 feet, and as soon as the sand is 
sufficiently washed out the drill will 
be lowered agajn and the boring be re- 


| 1e preceding wells 
shows that from this point down to 
2,000 feet there are’ innumerable wa- 
ter-bearing beds of sand, and the as- 
suinption is that as each successive 
bed is reached a new vein will 
opened and.an increase flow of water 
will be the result. Taking into con- 
sideration the present flow of about 
three hundred gallons per minute, it is 
probably safe to say that the capacitv 
of the new well, when completed, will 
be at least five hundred gallons of wa- 
ter per minute, or nearly one million 
gallons a day. 

This is the. third deep well that has 
been bored in Charleston, and it is 
the larges§ of the three. It will eost 

@ company about $40,000,-and is 
probably *the most valuable artesian 
well in the world, as it will have a 
diameter of six inches at the bottom. 
It is estimated that the combined ca- 
pacity of the three wells will be at 
least a million.and a half gallons of 
water a day, and that this constant 
source of supply will be sufficient to 
meet the requirements of the city for 
some time’to come.

A physician who treats such 
an accident ina different way relates 
a case as follows: ‘I went over to a 
grocery store and got a pound of com- 
mon soda. Then I got a pot of boiling 
water, put it in a tub and put the soda 
into it. Then I got some woolen rags, 
dipped them in the solution ani 
i 8 them around the injured 
member. I wrapped dry cloth around 
on the outside, so that the steam could 
do its work thoronghly. I changed 
the bandages every 15 minutes and 
had his nurse do the same when J 
went home that night. When I called 
the next day my patient was all right. 
It would have taken two weeks for 
that iodine to haye done its work. A 
peculiarity about this treatment is that 
no swelling remains and that the flesh 
is not even discolored.”’

‘‘William H. Russell, backed up by Sec- 
retary-of-War Floyd, looked upon the 
scheme as a very extravagant proposition, 
and said that he couid put on a mail line 
from San Francisco to St. Joseph that 
‘would cover the distance—1,950 miles—in 

ten days. So confident was he that he pro- 
_fessed himself willing to wager $20,000 on 
the proposition. 2: 

“The schemers for the big mail contract 
felt bound to meet the bluff and took up the 
wager, April 8, 1860, being fixed for the 
time of starting. 

“A. B. Miller, who died in Denver a few 
years ago, was Russell’s partner and gen- 
eral manager, and to him Russell looked for 
the successful outcome of the venture. 
Miller was positive that a pony express 
could be established which would enable his 
partner to win his prodigious wager. 

‘* There was no time to be lost, and Miller 
set about his task with energy. He pur- 
chased three hundred of the fleetest horses 
he could procure, and engaged the services 
of one hundred and twenty-five men. 
Eighty of the men were engaged as post- 
riders, and of course were especially chosen 
for their daring and light weight—the 
lighter the man the better for the horse, as 
some parts of the route had to be covered at 
the killing rate of twenty-five miles an hour. 

“By the day set for starting every thing 
was in readiness, and before the smoke 
cleared away from the muzzle ofthe signal 
gun on the steamer Sacramento at the hour 
of noon, April 8, 1860, Billy Baker, mounted 
on Border Ruffian, Mr. Miller’s famous sad- 
dle horse, dashed away toward the Sierras, 
covering his twenty milesin forty-nine min- 
utes. 

‘*Deep snow lay in the mountain passes, 
and to Salt Lake valley slow time was made, 
so that from the valley on it was necessary 
to make extra fast speed to win the huge 
wager. 

‘All went well until the crossing at 
Julésburg was reached. To his dismay the 
courier found the Platte river high up in its 
banks and a strong currentrunning. Fear- 
lessly horse and rider plunged into the 
turbid stream, but only the man reached 
the opposite bank. His gallant steed mired 
in the quicksands and was drowned. The 
courier saved his precious mail pouch and | 
had to walk ten miles to the next relay sta- 
tion. 

‘Johnny Fry—I remembered him well— 
was one of the famous men of his day on 
the border. Tough and wiry, he was as 
light as a cat, and as a rider he never knew 
an equal. To him fell the duty of riding the 
last sixty miles of the long race. He had 
six horses, thoroughbreds they were, too, to 
do it with. 

‘* When the courier arrived at the sixty- 
mile post out of St. Joseph he was one hour 
behind time. Johnny had to make up that
